A $423,000 Fire In Baxter Springs
Thursday Evening.

Baxter Springs had the biggest
fire in her history Thursday even-
ing, and although Ol Sparks and
Bunk Moore, two of the warmest
inhabitants of Galena, were in the
city at the time, the fire was not
charged to them.

It was made with a few matches
and 150 old bonds of $1,000 each,
which, with the accrued interest for
27 years, amounted to about $423,000.
At the term of the United States
court held carly last spring an ar-
rangement was made whereby the
city of Baxter Springs waa to issue
$10000 in bonds to take up this
enormous indebtedness. At the
npring election this arrangement
was ratified, General C. W. Bilair,
attorney for the bondholders, came
down Thursday evening and deliv-
ered the old bonds to the city coun-
cil, taking in exchange the pew
bonds. The members of the city
council immediately took the old
bonds into the street and burned
them,
